(U/AEES) The purpose of this Situational Information Report is to inform law enforcement agencies about 
ongoing gang activity in North Mississippi. On 26 October 2014, five members of the Bandidos Outlaw 
Motorcycle Gang (OMG) were arrested for gang activity, disorderly conduct, and assault in Desoto County, 
Mississippi. All five gang members listed their current home of record as being in North Mississippi. The 
incident started when one of the gang members swerved his motorcycle close to the operator of an all terrain 
vehicle (ATV) almost striking him. The Bandido gang member then made a hand gesture and yelled at the 
ATV operator who turned into a store parking lot and went inside. The five gang members followed the ATV 
driver into the store and confronted him. The ATV driver apologized and said he was not trying to make 
trouble. A passenger on the ATV attempted to leave the store at this time and was punched in the face and 
pushed into the door. 


(U/AEES A Desoto County Deputy, parked near the store, witnessed the incident and confronted the gang 
members at gunpoint. The gang members possessed two 9mm pistols, fixed blade knives, and brass knuckles. 
The members wore "Delta Riders" logos on their vests.
